request that they should certify as bona fide the purchase by 
the firm of arms and ammunition in Canada to the value of | 


something slightly over one million Canadian doilars. The 
consignment, of which Dr. Caeiro da Matta showed me the list, 
consisted not only of .303 Enfield rifles and small arms 
ammunition, but also P.I.A.T. guns and’ammunition and even 
mountain artillery and ammunition. Naturally nothing was 
said by the intending purchasers of the destination of the 


consignment. But from the character of the purchasers and 


the nature of the consignment, it was abundantly clear that 
the destination was Palestine. The Portuguese Government, 
informed by, their Consular representatives in the United 

States and Canada of the request made to them by Sicla, at 


once gave instructions that no documents should be issued to 
the purchasers. They have also placed the Lisbon offices of 
Sicla under surveillance and are making further enquiries into 


the firm's activities in general. 
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3. I thanked Dr. Caeiro da Matta for communicating this 
interesting piece of information. I said that there would no 
doubt be many such attempts to place orders for arms in various 
American countries now that the United States Government was 


placing obstacles in the way of the export of arms from the 
United States. I was sure that His Majesty's Government would 


be grateful to the Portuguese Government for the very helpful 
attitude which they had taken up. y pee 
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he It would give particular gratification if I were authorised 
to give a personal message of thanks from you to the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs and the Minister of War.
